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Tel all who read this book be warned thereby that the 
habitation of men are seen and surveyed by that Ancient 
Sace of gods and demons from a time before time, and 
that they seek revenge for that forgotten battle that took 
place somewhere in the Cosmos and cent the Tllorlös in 
the days before the creation ok SMan, when the Elder Gods 
walked the Spaces, the race of AZATHOTA and of 
NYARLATHOTED our MASTER, the Tord of 
Magicians.

J have seen the Unknown Aands, that no map has ever 
charted. $ have lived in the deserts and the wastelands, and 


spoken with demons and the souls of slaughtered men, and 
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of women who have dies in childbirth, victims of the she- 


fiend LAMMASHTA 


4 have traveled beneath the Seas, in search of the Palace 


of Dur Master, and found the stone of monuments of 
vanquished civilisations, and deciphered the writings of 
some of these; while still others remain mysteries lo any 
man who lives. And these civilisations were destroyed 


because of the knowledge contained in this book. 


S have traveled among the stars, and trembled before the 
Gods. J have, at last. found the formulae by which 3 
passed the Vale ARZSR, and passed into the forbidden

S have summoned the ghosts of my ancestors lo real and 
visible appearance on the tops of temples buill to reach the 
stars, and built fo touch the nethermost cavities of 
NAMES.

3 have raised armies against the Lands of the Cast, by 
summoning the hordes of fiends J have made subject unto 


me, and so doing found MOAT the God of the heathens, 
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who breathes flame and roars like a thousand thunders. 


J have found fear. 


S have found the Gate that leads to the Outside, by which 


the Old Ones, who ever seek entrance to our world, keep 


eternal watch. have smelled the vapours of that Ancient 


One, Queen of the Outside, whose name is weil in the 
terrible MAGA text, the testament of some dead 
civilisation whose priests, seeking power, swing open the 
dread evil Gate for an hour past the lime and were 
consumed. 

J came to possess this knowledge through eireumslances 


quile peculiar, while still the unleltered son of a shepherd 
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in what is called Mesopotamia by the Greeks. 


Ulhen J was only a yeth, travelling alone in the mountains 
to the Cast, called CHC BAATH CTY by the people 
who live there, $ came upon a grey rock ear ved with three 
strange symbols.

Gods, and is the starry symbol of our Pact.

Doͤanen 
shall appear before the magician as a shadowy figure who 


is only just visible.

The name of the fifth hour is Banibo who shall reveal to 
the magician the whereabouts of splendid lreasures, bul be 


warned — do nol lef him persuade ye to leave yer eirele, be 
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sure lo gel the directions from him and then banish him. 
Sanibo appears as a deformed and bloated man and 


emanated the odour of rolling matter.

Che name of the sixth hour is Dbinab who shall reveal 


to the magician many secrets concerning the universe. Ste 
is Banibos opposite, but he shall still urge ye to leave the

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conjurations which Shall J set down later in my writing. 
be warned though — do nol summon more than one face in 
a day, otherwise Syarlathotep shall become enraged and 


break the eirele, devouring the magician. 


Ulith the book containing this knowledge, 4 set about 


seeking a new abode, for J could not return to my village. 


for J needed time lo study the ways of the Old Spirits 
and J needed a dead place, so that 3 could sleep 
undisturbed. After many days of walking J eventually 
found myself al the cavernous ruins of a city, which was 
once called Ubar this was where 2 decided to dwell. In my

CHE Gods of the Stars are Seven. They have Seven 
Seals, cach of which may be used in their turn. They are 
approached by Seven Gates, cach of which may be opened 
in their turn. They have Seven Colours, Seven Essences, 
and cach a separate Step on the Ladder of Lights. The 


Chaldeans were bul imperfect in their knowledge, although

they had understanding of the Ladder, and certain of the 
formulae. They did nol, however, possess the formulae for 
the passing of the Gates, save one, of whom it is forbidden 


lo speak. 


The passing of the Gates gives the priest bath power and 
wisdom to use il. Ste becomes able to control the affairs of 
his life more perfectly than before, and many have been 
content to mevely pass the first three Gates and then sit 
down and go no further than that, enjoying the benefits 
that they have found on the preliminary spheres. Sut this 
is Evil, for they are not equipped to deal with the attack 
from Ulithout that must surely come, and their people 


shall cry unto them for safely, and it shall not come forth. 
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Therefore sel thy face towards the ultimate goal and 
strive ever onward lo the furthest reaches of the stars, 
though if mean thine own death: for such a death is as a 
sder if ice ta the Gods, and pleasing, that they shall not 
forgel their people 


The OLA OMES and their altributes then, are as 


follows. 


The God of the Moon is the Go YOC-

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the Sun has gone to ils rest. So vay of sunlight should 
strike the Seal lest ils power be rendered nil and a new 


Seal must needs be cast. 


The Sumber of YOU-SOTHOTA is Thirty and 
this is his Seal 
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The God of Meveury is NYARLATHOTCED. He 


is a very old spirit, having a thousand masks, and is the 


guardian of the Gods, as well as the keeper of the 
knowledge of Science. Ste wears a ccown of one hundred 


horns, and the long robe of the Priest. Sris colour is blue. 


Zis Essence is in that metal known as Quicksilver, and 
is sometimes also found in sand, and in those things 
bearing the sign of Mercury. Dis Gate is the Second ye 
shall pass in the rituals that follow. Sris Step on the 
Tadder of Aights is blue. 


This is his Seal, which ye must write on perfect 
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parchment, or no the broad leat of a palm tree, having no 
ather person about ye who may watch ye in ils 
consttuction. Seing finished it should be wrapped in a 
square of the finest silk and lain aside until such lime as 
ye desire ils use, and then, it should be removed only when 
its light is in the sky. Such is also the best time for its 


m. Anu facture. 


The Mumber of NYARAATHOTED is Twelve and 
this is his Seal 
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The Goddess of Genus is the mast excellent Queen 
BAST She is the Goddess of Passion, both of Tove 
and of Tlar depending upon her sign and the time of her 
appearance in the heavens. She appears as a mast 


beautiful Aady, in the company of lions and partakes of a 
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subtle astral nature with the Zoon Vod JD B- 
SOCTHOTA. Alhen they are in agreement, that is when 


their two plants are auspiciously arranged in the heavens, 
il is as two offering-cups split freely in the heavens, lo 
rain the sweel wine of the Gods upon the earth. And then 
there is great happiness and rejoicing She sometines 
appears in armour, and is thereby a most excellent 
guardian against the machinations of her sister, the dread 
Queen YRSDRA of THE DREAMZ ANAS 
Ulith the Mame and Mumber of BAST no Priest need 


fear to walk into the very depths of the Underworld. for 
being armed in Ter armour, he is similar to the Goddess.

the burnt embers of the fire, and in things of death and of 
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antiquity. Che horns of a stag are his symbol Stis Gate 
is the Tast ye shall come upon in the vites that follow. 
Nis Step on the Ladder of Lights is Black. 


This is his Seal, which ye must engrave on a leaden plate 
or bowl, keeping il well hidden from the eyes of the 
profane St should be wrapped and pul away as all the 
others, until its use is desired St should never be removed 
when the Sun is in the sky, but only after the night has 
fallen and the ear ih grown black, kor DBT 


knows the best the ways of the demons that prowl among 


the shadows, looking for sacrifice. he knows best the 


territories of the Old Ones, the practices of their 


worshippers, and the locations of the Gales.

that border on the Empty Space beyond. Snow that, when 
Tlalking thus through the Sea of Spheres, he should 
leave his Ulalcher behind that St may guard his body and 


his property, lest he be slain unawares and must wander 
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throughout eternity among the dark spaces between Stars, 
or else be devoured by the wrathful NAS TU who 
dwells beyond. 


Auow that thou must Tlalk the Steps of the Ladder of 
Lights, each in ils place and one at a time and that thou 
must enter by the Gates in the lawful manner, as is pul 


down in the Covenant: else thou art surely lost. 


Auow that thou must keep purified for the space of one 
moon for the Entrance to the first Step, one moon 
between the First and the Second Step, and again between 
the Second and the Third and so on in like manner Thou 


must abstain from spilling thy seed in any manner kor like 
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per iod of lime bul thou mayest worship at the Temple of

Thou must needs prepare an aller to face the Slorth, 
having upon il the statues of thine deilies or some such 
suitable Smages, an offering bowl and a brazier Upon the 
ear ih should be inscribed the Gate appropriate to the 
Ulalking Sf above thee is the Sky, so much the better. Sf 
there be a roof above thine head, it must be free fram all 


hangings. Slot even a lamp should be suspended over thee, 


save in Operations of Calling, which is discussed 
elsewhere (if the Gods grant me the time!) Che only light 
shall be from the four lamps upon the ground, al each of 
the four Gates of the Earth: of the Storth, one lamp pf 
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the Tast one lamp: of the South, one lamp and of the 
‘lest, one lamp The oil should be pure, with no odour, or 
else sweet-smelling. Che perfumes in the brazier should 
also be sweel-smelling or especially appropriate to the 
Star where thou wouldst desire Entrance, after the

On the last theee days, thou must invoke, in addition to 


thy God and Goddess, the Three Great Old Ones,

SOTHOTA. by their proper invocations. And the 
Sumber of AZATHOTAH is Sixty, the Perfect 
Sumber, for he is Father of the Steavens. And the 
Number of YO-SOTHOTA! is Fifty, and he is the 
Father of the Ulind And the Mumber of YOC- 
SOTHOTCAH is Tor iy a most excellent Sumber, and he 


is our Sather, of all who would tread these forgotten 


paths, and wander into Tands unknown, among the 


Ilastes amid frightful monsters of the Old Ones. 
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Second on the Hight of the Ulalking which must be the 
thirteenth night of the moon, having begun on the previous 
thirteenth night, thou must approach the Gate with awe 
and respecl Chy Temple is exorcised Thou must light 
the Fire and conjure it, but the invocation of the God of 
Tire and pour incense lnereon Chou must make offering 


to the Meities on the altar. 


Chird thou must light the four lamps from the flaming 
brazier, reciting the invocation proper lo each of these 


Ulatehtowers in its proper place, summoning the cespective 


Star.

Gates. Ulhen thou hast ascended to the limit of the 
Ladder of ights, thou wilt have knowledge and power 
over the Spheres, and will be able to summon them thereby 
in times of need This shall not give thee power over the 
THE DTT Dani however, this power being 
obtained differently by the Ritual of Meseent, This 


Kitual thou wilt under take in the fifteenth day after the 
thirteenth of the month when thou hast summoned the 
Bale of NYARLATHOTED io open Tor 
ANGARLATHOTED slew the Tiends and BAST 
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the Goddess of the Sifteen, conquered the Setherworld, 
where some of theirs still dwell, Chis is a most perilous 
Kite, and may be undertaken by any man who as the 
formulae, whether he has passes the previous Gates or 
nol, save thal il is best advised to have passed through 
ANQYARLATAHOTED Gate before venturing forth 
into the Pit, Sor this reason few have ever opened the 
Gate of ATT ATM ATT and spoken to the 


Nor ned One who cesideth there and giveth all manner of 


wisdom regarding the operations of neeromaney and of the 


spells that hasten unto death Only when thou hast shown 
thy power over the SMaskim and the Rabishu, mayest thou 
venture forth to the Land of the AS Ti and for 


that reason was this Covenant made, that none shall safely 
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Ulalk through the sunken valleys of the Dead before 
having ascended to IAR KAT TT nor shall 
they breach the Gates that lie beyond) ATT AT 
IATA until they have seen the Signs of the Mad 
God and felt the fury of the hellish Queen. 


And against the Old Ones, there is only defence. Only a 


madman, indeed, such as J am called! can hope to have 


power over Them that dwell in the Duler Spaces, for 
their power is unknown, and the number of the hordes 
uncounted and cach day they breed more horrors than a 


mans mind can conceive, the sight of which he can hardly 


bear. There was a time when the Gate to the Outside was 


open loo long and J witnessed the horror that struck, of 
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which words cannol speak and of which writing can only 


confuse. The Ancient One that had escaped into the Inner 
Ulorlo was forced back through the Gate by a magician of 
greal power, bul only al a great loss to the villages and 
flocks of the Island SMany sheep were slain after an 
unnatural fashion and many devoured, an many Bedou 


rendered senseless, for the mind perceives whal il is 


shown, but the sight of the Old Ones is a blasphemy to 
the ordinary senses of a man, for thal come from a world 
that is not straight, bul crooked, and their existence is of 
forms unnatural and painful lo the eye and lo the mind, 
whereby the spirit is threatened and wrenches loose from 
the body in flight. And for that reason, the fearful utukku 


Kul lake possession of the body and dwell therein until the 
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Priest banish them back lo whence they came, and the 


normal spirit may celurn lo ils erstwhile neighbourhood. 


And there ave all the MSGHC-GAGATS. 
frightening dog-faced demons that are the SMessengers of 
the Gods of Prey, and that chew on the very bones of 
man. And there are many another, of which this is not the 


rightful place wherein they may be mentioned save lo warn 


the Priest against the ambitious striving against the Old 


Ones of the Dutside, until mastery is acquired over the 
powers that reside Ulithin. Only when ATLATCH- 
JAT; has been obtained may the Priest consider 


himself a master of the planes of the Spheres, and able to 


wrestle with the ©ld Gods, Once Death Herself has been 
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stared in the Eye, can the Priest then summon and control 
the denizens of Deaths darkly curtained halls. Then can 
he hope to open the Gate without fear and without that 
loathing of the spir il thal slays the man 


Then cane he hope lo have power over the demons that 
plague the mind and the body, pulling at the hair and 
grasping al the hands, and the screaming vile Tlames into 
the airs of the Slight 


Tor what comes on the lind can only be slain by he who 
knows the lind: and what comes on the seas can only be 
slain by he who knows the Caters. This is it written, in
